Population,, 
289,432. Total number of deaths from all causes 864, including 
plague 125, scarlet fever 61, smallpox 4, tuberculosis 49, typhoid 
fever 4. 

Great. Britain. — Week ended October 28, 1911. 

England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 77 great towns 
correspond to an annual rate of 13.3 per 1,000 of the population, 
which is estimated at 16,157,797. 

Ireland. — The deaths registered in 21 principal town districts 
correspond to an annual rate of 17.1 per 1,000 of the population, 
which is estimated at 1,149,495. The lowest rate was recorded at 
Drogheda, viz, 4.2, and the highest at Tralee, viz, 37. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns correspond 
to an annual rate of 16.7 per 1,000 of the population, which is estimated 
at 1,710,291. The lowest rate was recorded at Greenock, viz, 8.3, and 
the highest at Leith, viz, 19.4 per 1,000. The total number of deaths 
from all causes was 548, including diphtheria 8, measles 12, scarlet 
fever 7, typhoid fever 2. 
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
